I'm going to ramble here a bit, so be warned- 


I would never presume to tell Ian what he can and can't do 
with his own property, nor how he should behave toward his hobby. 
I can speak only to my own attitudes. 


All that equipment in those containers is sad, IMHO. 

Fifty-something tons of radios, most of which will sit 

right there until Ian dies, then run a better-than-even chance 

of going to the dump. In the meanwhile, a lot of collectors 

are doing without. I'm sure some of it has limited collector 
appeal and Ian is its only hope of preservation, but I'd 

bet a few greenbacks that's not more than 30-40% of it at most. 

And we all know he isn't alone- lots of us have barns full 

of stuff we haven't seen, much less touched in ten or fifteen years. 


I started down this same road, eventually having to store 
stuff on my patio, drive way, etc. I finally came to the 
realization that I was not going to live long enough to 
tinker with everything; that I was wasting precious time 
and effort, hoarding things I would never touch- 

things that other people were missing. 

Moreover- by "scattering my fire" 

(time, money and space), I was actually making 

it less likely that I would ever finish any specific set 
and get to know it well. By hoarding everything, I was 
concentrating on nothing and actually robbing myself 

of accomplishments. 


I sat down and made a list- 

a "mission statement," if you will, of what I really cared about 
and wanted to collect. I was ruthless, 

knowing that the more types or systems I kept, the less time 

I would have with any one of them. And I have trimmed it 
considerably since I first wrote it. If it doesn't 

fit the list, it gets sold or traded 

as soon as I can get to it. 


As a result, I have managed to complete- or nearly complete- 
many sets and enjoy them. 

I picked specific sets- most down to the order/contract numbers- 
and work to acquire those specific parts. 

I use other order/contract number parts to "fill the holes" 
until I can get the exact one I want. 

Then, I unload the substitute. 


For example- 

I have, of course, completed SCR-274N, 

but with some mixed order numbers. 

I call that- the complete set- a "first level goal." 
I eventually want every part in it 

to be either order #1470-NY-41 or #1509-NY-41. 

I call that a "second level goal." 

I like 2nd level goals because 

they keep the collecting challenge fresh. 


I "tweek" the list from time to time, 
but it has stayed fairly focused. 
The general categories are: 


Army and Navy Aircraft Command and Liaison radios 
from 1920 to 1950 (not all of them; specific sets). 


Portable, Light-Aircraft radios with at least 
a strong possibility of connection 
with the WWII Army Airforces Ferrying Command. 


Army, Navy and Marine Corps ground portables 
in service before "D-Day," and the TCS. 


Commercial: Limited to xonex nice Black-Dial, big speaker, 
multiband Zenith and one nice European set 
for the den (if I ever have a den again). 


I'm working on specific sets within those categories 

and a few exceptions, but only a few. 

Even this list seems a bit "heavy" at times, 

and I have just decided to abandon one "commercial" type: 
the Drake "7-Line" equipment. 

I have it about 80% complete, but as I get older 

I have less time and must focus on my passions. 

I like the Drakes very much, but my time 

is now more precious to me than they are, 

so the Drakes will soon be "on the block." 


I have found this course much more rewarding 

than piling radios on radios, watching them gather dust, 
having constant headaches about where to put them 

and how to take care of them. Having too many 
possessions is "an albatros around one's neck;" 

almost an enslavement, eating your time and energy. 

And unloading all my extras makes other collectors happy. 
I recommend it.

To follow up on your recent posting about the 6L6 and 
6BG6: RCA described the 6BG6G internally as 


"A modified version of the type 807 intended for use in 
horizontal deflection circuits of television equipment." 


That's from an RCA-Harrison "Notice of Type Number 
Reservation" dated March 20, 1946. 


The 6BG6 was one of the few "receiving" tubes made at 
RCA's Lancaster, PA power-tube plant, which, of course, 
was the source of 807s. 


I remember seeing a construction article in "Radio and 

Television News," ca. 1954, on a small ham xmtr using a 

6BG6, and coming across a push-pull hi-fi amp in Sams 

Photofacts that used a pair. Despite its suitability, the 

6BG6 did not displace the 807 for "our" purposes, in part 

because it was actually priced slightly higher in the "distributor" 
market than the 807!
